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Salyers'trial set to begin Monday 


600 jurors called

After more than 14 months, 
the stage is set for David Sa¬ 
lyers to be tried in Casey 
County Circuit Court for his 
alleged role in the murder of 
Gleason Pyles. 

Salyers is charged with

complicity to commit murder 
in the Sept. 26, 2012 shoot¬ 
ing death of Pyles at Tarter 
Gate in Dunnville, where he 
was working as a mainte¬ 
nance man. 

Circuit Judge Judy Vance, 
in her first murder trial, has 
called for 600 jurors to report 
on Jan. 6. 

Security will be tight as 
Special Prosecutor Shawna 
Virgin Kincer asked for Ken¬ 
tucky State Police to handle 
security during the trial 
which is expected to last two 


weeks. 

Salyers and William “Bob¬ 
by” Rigdon, charged with 
murder in the case, are mem¬ 
bers of the Iron Horsemen 
motorcycle gang. Rigdon’s 
case is scheduled to be tried 
in September. Pyles was also 
a member of the gang. 

The Commonwealth is ex¬ 
pected to prove that Salyers 
drove Rigdon to Tarter Gate 
on the night of the murder. 

Lebanon attorney Jude 
Hagan is representing Saly¬ 
ers. 


The case 

Compiled from court docu¬ 
ments, the Commonwealth is 
expected to present evidence 
showing that on the night 
Pyles was gunned down, An¬ 
thony Byrd, who is Salyers’ 
brother-in-law and a supervi¬ 
sor at Tarter Gate, gave Pyles 
work in a specific and isolat¬ 
ed area of the plant. 

At 8:56 p.m., Salyers 

called Byrd to see if Pyles 
was working alone. At 9:14

Who you gonna call? 

Determining who will represent 
Casey in 2014 is'confusing'

The Kentucky General Assembly officially kicks off 
the 2014 legislative session on Jan. 7 and the 60 day 
meeting will center around Gov. Steve Beshear’s bi¬ 
ennial budget, among other issues. And, according to 
the Kentucky Constitution, Casey County has one rep¬ 
resentative in the House and one senator in the Senate. 
Or does it? 

As it stands, Rep. Terry Mills, 

D-Lebanon, is serving House 
District 24, which includes Casey, 

Marion, and part of Pulaski coun¬ 
ties. 

However, after the redistrict¬ 
ing changes that became law in 
August, Casey has Rep. Mike 
Harmon, R-Danville, who also 
serves Boyle County. Under the 
old lines, Harmon serves Wash¬ 
ington and Boyle counties in the 
54th District. 

So which representative will a 
resident of Casey County contact 
in 2014? Is it Mills, Harmon, or 
two-for-one representation? 

“It’s confusing. The House 
leadership argument is that these 
new districts don’t go into effect 
technically until January 2015. 

Nobody’s given me an explana¬ 
tion of it. It’s sort of dismissed 
when I bring it up,” Mills said. “The difference is the 
House and Senate difference on the interpretation of 
that bill.” 

The Senate adopted the redrawn district lines the 
minute Beshear signed the bill into law. But not so in 
the House. 

Harmon said that it is his understanding the old 
house districts will stand until January 2015, after the 
November General Election. 

“When I last checked the map some time ago, the 
Speaker’s (Greg Stumbo) interpretation is that we are 
in our old districts until elected into our new districts,” 
Harmon said. 

Steve Collins, chief of staff in Stumbo’s office, said 
that a special election on Dec. 10 to fill a House seat 
vacated by the resignation of Democrat John Arnold, 
who served the 7th District of Davis, Henderson, and 
Union counties, further muddied the waters. 

Republican Suzanne Miles won the special election 
but won’t be sworn in until the session opens on Jan. 
7. 

“The special election represented the unexpired 
portion of a member’s term in a district but when the 
federal court ruled that you couldn’t use the 2002 lines 
in any election, it blurred those lines and caused the 
problem. Unless someone takes legal issue, that ques¬ 
tion’s not going to be resolved,” Collins said. 

However, just about everyone is in agreement that 
Mills and Harmon will run for re-election in their new 
districts. 

“The law is that he represents the term that he was

Election, education on officials'agendas for new year

The county and school 
district have plenty of 
work to do in the new year 
and here is a preview of 
some of the topics that will 
be on the agenda in 2014. 

County Clerk 

County Clerk Casey Da¬ 
vis said that election fil¬ 
ings for county positions 
is shaping up and that it’s 
been business as usual at 
his office. What has prov¬ 
en to be more demanding 
is the re-apportionment of 
the districts in the county. 


The re-apportionment 
stems back from 2011, but 
Davis explained that the 
legislation wasn’t passed 
until last October and it 
wasn’t until the first of De¬ 
cember that his office was 
granted clearance to make 
changes. 

“We hope to be able to 
send notifications to voters 
telling them where to vote 
when it’s finished,” Davis 
said. “Everything will be 
sorted out and finished by 
the May 20 primaries.” 

County Judge Executive 

Casey County Judge 
Executive Ronald Wright 
said his number one prior¬ 


ity for 2014 is getting the 
college started. 

“We’re going to build 
a college,” Wright said. 
“That’s as big as it gets.” 

Wright said that the col¬ 
lege will be great for the 
county and that he’s ex¬ 
cited to that the construc¬ 
tion is scheduled to begin 
in the spring. 

“We’re fixing to open 
bids in January,” Wright 
said. 

Besides the construction 
of the college, Wright said 
there is nothing drastic go¬ 
ing on in the new year. 

School Board 

Casey County Superin¬ 


tendent Marion Sowders 
said that the 2014 school 
year will see implemen¬ 
tation of school and dis¬ 
trict improvement plans, 
which includes individual 
schools changing their 
master plans to allow for 
student intervention. 

“We will focus on stu¬ 
dent achievement and 
learning,” Sowders said. 
“Our vision statement is 
excellence keeps moving 
and were going to contin¬ 
ue moving forward.” 

In December, at the final 
board meeting of the year, 
the board members heard 
principals from across the 
district discuss how they 


intended to improve their 
respective schools. 

Also in December, the 
students took the MAP, or 
“Measures of Academic 
Progress” test. 

Sowders said the district 
will take an in depth look 
at the results to address 
any issues that the data 
may indicate. 

MAP tests are given to 
students three times a year 
— fall, winter, and spring. 
This allows the data to be 
compared throughout the 
year to determine educa¬ 
tional growth. 

Sowders said that he is 
meeting with teachers on a

Filing deadlines are Jan. 28 for the county and state races 
and Aug. 8 for city and school board seats. If you’re sitting 
on the fence considering a mn for office, there’s still plenty of 
time to file and there’s always room for one more candidate.

The Wings have won 11 
Stanley Cup Champion¬ 
ships, reached the playoffs 
for 22 consecutive years, 
and introduced throwing 
octopuses on to the ice- a 
tribute to the rich history of 
the team.

Gambling has shot 
in state legislature 

According to the Kentucky Enquirer , for 
the past six years, the state Legislature has 
grappled with whether to allow casinos in 
the state. 

Horse industry leaders say casinos in sur¬ 
rounding states have pulled away custom¬ 
ers from Turfway Park and Kentucky’s five 
other thoroughbred horse tracks. 

Gov. Steve Beshear and other proponents 
also say Kentucky has missed out on hun¬ 
dreds of millions, possibly billions, in po¬ 
tential tax revenue from gambling that could 
help fund the state’s schools and plug budget 
gaps. 

If passed, Kentucky would be the 40th 
state with some form of casinos, either state- 
run, commercial or on American Indian res¬ 
ervations, according to the American Gam¬ 
ing Association. 

The issue has brought business and labor 
leaders together. A group of business leaders 
across the state have formed Kentucky Wins 
to advocate for a casino gambling amend¬ 
ment. 

“Statisticians, people that study these 
things, estimate over $500 million a year is 
leaving Kentucky going to surrounding states 
because of gambling in surrounding states,” 
said Bill Robinson, a Northern Kentucky at¬ 
torney and co-chairman of Kentucky Wins. 
“We need the money to stay home. We need 
the money to benefit Kentucky’s citizens.” 

Judge: Open the records 

Franklin Circuit Judge Phillip Shepherd 
went to the heart of the matter in his mling 
on Dec. 23, ordering the Cabinet for Health 
and Family Services to comply with his 
earlier orders to release files in cases involv¬ 
ing deaths or near-deaths of children under 
its care, and fining the cabinet $756,000 for 
persistent noncompliance, according to the 
Lexington Herald Leader. 

The point of public disclosure, Shepherd 
wrote, is “not to satisfy some unhealthy cu¬ 
riosity, not to sensationalize and not to gra¬ 
tuitously invade the privacy of mourning 
families. It has been enacted for a single, 
overriding purpose: to ensure both the cabi¬ 
net and the public do everything possible to 
prevent the repeat of such tragedies in the 
future.” 

Shepherd also mled that the cabinet must 
pay attorneys fees and court costs — which 
probably will amount to close to $200,000 
— for the Herald-Leader and The Courier- 
Journal of Louisville, which began in 2011 
trying to gain access to the files. The cabinet 
has released files but they have been heavily 
edited, removing far more information than 
that allowed under Shepherd’s rulings. 

“The cabinet has intentionally contin¬ 
ued to employ a wholesale blanket ap¬ 
proach to withholding public records, de¬ 
spite such approach being prohibited by 
the Open Records Act and contrary to this 
court’s repeated orders,” Shepherd wrote. 

Kynect sees surge 
in enrollment 

According to the Kentucky Enquirer , 
more than 100,000 Kentucky residents have 
enrolled in health insurance through kynect. 
ky.gov, the state’s Obamacare health benefit 
exchange. That’s an 18 percent increase from 
the week before. 

Of those who have used the site as of Dec. 
21, 74,054 enrolled in Medicaid. Another 
26,042 enrolled in a qualified health plan; 
their coverage will begin on Jan. 1, if they 
pay their premiums on time. 

The Kentucky website has been hailed as 
a national model since its launch Oct. 1 for 


its smooth operation and easy interface for 
users looking for affordable health coverage. 
Its launch and operation contrasted with the 
rocky start of HealthCare.gov, the national 
Obamacare portal used by people in 37 states 
- including Ohio and Indiana - to apply for 
coverage. 

As the website’s administrators predicted, 
thousands of Kentuckians waited until the 
last minute to make final decisions on their 
family’s health care plans. Since Thanksgiv¬ 
ing week, enrollments in private health insur¬ 
ance have swelled by 121 percent. The site 
has enrolled nearly 1,600 Kentuckians each 
day into new health coverage, according to 
a news release from the office of Gov. Steve 
Beshear. Beginning Dec. 2, the kynect web¬ 
site boasted a more than 80 percent increase 
in capacity due to adding more servers to the 
core infrastructure, along with other solution 
refinements. 

State officials said the kynect team re¬ 
viewed all systems to make sure each ele¬ 
ment could handle a significant increase in 
web traffic, including account creation, ap¬ 
plication, eligibility determination, shopping 
and verification tasks. The kynect call cen¬ 
ter also added Sunday hours to process the 
additional cmsh of calls and applications, 
making the center a seven-days-a-week op¬ 
eration. More than 279,000 calls have been 
processed by the kynect call center in Lex¬ 
ington - a 79 percent increase in call volume 
since Thanksgiving week. 

Individuals may continue to sign up for 
health insurance anytime before March 31 to 
avoid tax penalties under the Patient Protec¬ 
tion and Affordable Care Act. 

Don't drive after drinks to 
celebrate New Year 

Beer, wine, champagne and mixed drinks 
will flow at holiday parties and informal 
gatherings beginning this weekend and 
continuing through die New Year holiday. 
Sadly, many parties could end in tragedy if 
celebrants ignore how alcohol affects them. 
They will ignore the scientific fact that even 
small amounts of alcohol impair their abil¬ 
ity to drive a car, according to the Kentucky 
New Era. 

In Kentucky, a person is presumed too 
intoxicated to drive when the blood-alcohol 
concentration, or BAC, reaches 0.08 percent. 
But don’t be too confident about that old mle 
of two drinks is fine every hour or so. That’s 
not frue because several factors determine 
a person’s BAC, and it’s different for every 
person. 

Alcohol is absorbed quickly into the blood¬ 
stream, then pumped throughout the body 
and to the brain. In some people, the BAC 
is measurable within 30 minutes of drinking. 
For others, it is an hour or slightly more. 

Weight, gender and age affect alcohol ab¬ 
sorption. If you eat before drinking, the al¬ 
cohol is absorbed more slowly. How quickly 
you drink is another factor. 

You are playing with trouble if you think 
you can determine your own level of impair¬ 
ment. You cannot. A better approach is to 
plan ahead for a designated driver. Or call a 
cab. Or call a friend. 

Even at BAC levels less than 0.08 percent, 
a driver is impaired. At 0.02 percent, there is 
a decline in a driver’s ability to visually track 
moving objects on the road and a decline 
in the ability to perform two tasks at once, 
according to the National Highway Traf¬ 
fic Safety Administration. At 0.05 percent, 
drivers may have difficulty steering. At 0.08 
percent, drivers have trouble controlling a 
vehicle’s speed.

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Rebels win two, lose two in Monticello tournament

Coming off a win over 
Garrard County in their 
pre-Christmas tournament, 
the Rebels picked up two 
wins in the 11th Monticello 
Banking Holiday Classic 
last weekend before taking 
back-to-back losses to fin¬ 
ish out their 2013 play. 

Clay County, Tenn. 

Leading from the start, 
Casey County earned a 
22-point victory over the 
Clay County Bulldogs the 
day after Christmas. 

“We got a good win in 
over Clay County. It was 
a slow sluggish start, but 
they ended up turning it 
around the second half,” 
said Coach Maze Stall- 
worth, adding their two 
days off for Christmas 
seem to affect the team. 

The Rebels led 20-13 
in the first quarter and 
stretched that lead to 40- 
29 by halftime. 

“We weren’t click¬ 
ing right away. We were 
making shots; we were 
playing defensively OK, 
but weren’t the team 
that played against Gar¬ 
rard County and I think it 
comes from, we’d had two 
days off and the boys had 
to get back into the swing 
of things.” 

The Rebels, who came 
out in the second half and 
stretched the 11 -point lead 
to a 20 point lead would 
go on to win 84-62. 


Childersburg, Ala. 

Things did not look 
promising for the Reb¬ 
els in their first game on 
Friday. Casey, facing the 
Childersburg Tigers from 
Alabama, won by six 
points in overtime. 

“That was a game where 
we really had to turn it on 
because that was a good 
team we played,” said 
Stallworth. “We were 
down the whole game un¬ 
til the fourth quarter.” 

The Tigers gained a five 
point lead in the first quar¬ 
ter, 13-7, and continued to 
outscore Casey in the sec¬ 
ond quarter. They led by 
11 at halftime, 28-17. 

The Rebels picked up 
their play in the third quar¬ 
ter but were unable to cut 
Childersburg’s lead. 

But in the fourth pe¬ 
riod the Rebels picked up 
the pace and began their 
comeback. 

“They were so quick 
and well coached,” Stall- 
worth said. “They played 
their tails off, but in that 
fourth quarter our boys 
just weren’t going to give 
it up.” 

Casey cut the Childers¬ 
burg lead to four with just 
under four minutes left in 
the game. 

“We started playing 
some man-to-man pick up, 
full court. We started mak¬ 
ing some plays and try to 
speed the game up, which 
we should have been doing 
the whole time,” said Stall¬ 


worth. “We turned them 
over a couple of times and 
our players stepped up.” 

With a little over two 
minutes to play, Collin 
Miller nailed two free 
throws that gave Casey a 
one-point edge, 49-48. 

However, the Rebels 
could not pull away from 
the Tigers and the lead 
see-sawed back and forth. 

Zack Scott scored just 
as regulation ended, ty¬ 
ing the score at 57 a piece 
and sending the game into 
overtime. 

Three pointers and free 
throws played in Casey’s 
favor in the extra period 
and the Rebels came out 
on top, 71-65. 

“They came back and 
made some big time shots 
and stepped up when they 
needed to,” Stallworth said 
of his players. 

The team went 9-10 
from the foul line in the 
overtime play and was 34- 
40 for the entire game. 

Miller led the team with 
28 points followed by 
Hayes who had 12. Jake 
Smith reached double dig¬ 
its also with 10. 

Wayne County 

After the overtime win 
on Friday afternoon, the 
Rebels turned around to 
face the 12th Region’s 
best team that night in the 
tournament semi-finals. 
The undefeated Wayne 
County Cardinals (12-0) 
beat Casey 87-68. 

“Wayne County is a 


very well coached and 
very experienced team. I 
believe our guys were a 
little shocked being put 
in that position playing 
against a top team,” said 
Stallworth. 

Wayne County shot 
out of the gates, taking a 
12-point lead in the open¬ 
ing quarter, 21-9. Their 
momentum continued and 
by the half, they led 41- 
22 . 

The Cardinal’s were up 
by more than 30 at the end 
of the third quarter before 
they began to back down. 

“Our youth showed and 
even our seniors haven’t 
been in that position 
(against a team of their 
level) and it was early in 
the season. We didn’t play 
our best game,” said Stall- 
worth. 

Casey was able to out¬ 
score Wayne 30-18 in the 


fourth quarter after the 
Cardinals began to sub¬ 
stitute players from their 
bench. 

“We kept battling back 
and battling back and about 
three or four minutes they 
put the starters back in,” 
Stallworth said. “I think 
they thought we’d just lay 
down and we didn’t.” 

Roswell, Ga. 

The Rebels faced the 
Roswell Hornets for third 
place in the tournament on 
Saturday afternoon. 

The Hornets came out 
on top, 69-52, and Casey 
finished fourth. 

“Roswell is an experi¬ 
enced team but the main 
factor was they were 22 
over us on the rebounding 
on the advantage,” Stall- 
worth said. “At least 65, 
70 percent of the offense 
was them getting the re¬ 


bound and putting it back 
in.” 

“A lot of that comes 
with toughness and our 
guys just weren’t tough 
enough,” he said. “They 
were a tougher team that 
morning and wanted to get 
out of there with a win. 
I told the boys, ‘That’s 
what we’re about. We’re 
about toughness. And to 
be out-toughed was a step 
back.’” 

The tournament con¬ 
cluded the Rebels’ holiday 
tournament play and their 
2013 schedule. 

The team will return 
on Saturday for their first 
game of the new year. 

Both the boys’ and girls’ 
basketball teams will trav¬ 
el to Rockcastle County to 
face the district foe.

First reading given on policy limiting substitute teacher hours

Casey County School 
Board members approved the 
first reading of a new policy 
that would limit the number 
of hours substitute teachers 
can work in a month. 

There was no discussion 
amongst board members at 
the last scheduled meeting of 
the year on Dec. 16 to limit 


substitute teachers to 129 
working hours each month 
unless pre-approved by the 
superintendent. This policy is 
in reaction to the Affordable 
Care Act, or better known as 
Obamacare. If a substitute 
works more than 129 hours 
they would then be eligible 
for healthcare and the school 
district would have to offer 
the employee insurance. 

Board members also chose 


to accept $20,441 for the 
fiscal year 2014 from the 
Kentucky Education Tech¬ 
nology Funding Program 
with the stipulation that the 
board match the offer. KET’s 
money is funded through the 
School Facilities Construc¬ 
tion Commission through the 
Finance and Administration 
Cabinet and the Kentucky 
Department of Education in 
Frankfort. 


Additional items 

■ Deena Randolph, direc¬ 
tor of district-wide service 
at the Casey County School 
district, told the board mem¬ 
bers the financial situation of 
the district. Total cash is $7.1 
million and the general fund 
cash is $6.5 million. Overall 
cash is down $2.1 million 
dollars due to the selling of 
bonds compared with this 
time last year. Expenses are 


about the same as the prior 
year and are down $70,000 
making the total decrease just 
over $1 million. Randolph 
reported that by January the 
draft budget will be presented 
to the board.

Man charged with 
resisting arrest, others

p.m., Salyers and Rigdon 
were captured on video at 
Crockett Trail Store, less 
than 10 miles from the 
scene of the crime. 

In the video, there ap¬ 
pears to be a gun on Rig- 
don’s side, an allegation 
that Rigdon’s attorney, 
Shelby Horn, denies, say¬ 
ing it was a knife. 

Shots rang out about 
9:50 p.m. at Tarter Gate 
and a truck was seen leav¬ 
ing the area at a high rate 
of speed. 

At 10:25 p.m., Salyers 
called the Byrd residence 
and spoke with Byrd’s 
wife, Vicky. Salyers told 
Mrs. Byrd not to tell any¬ 
one he had called earlier. 

About an hour later, a 
911 call was placed to the 
Taylor County Sheriff’s 
Office reporting that a 
truck was on fire on Rai- 
kes Hill Road in Taylor 
County. 

Salyers reported his 
truck stolen at 10 a.m. the 
following morning, telling 
investigators that he had 
last seen the truck around 
7:30 p.m. the previous 
night. 

Conflict 

Court records indicate 
that the KSP investigation 
into the murder revealed 
an ongoing conflict be¬ 
tween Salyers and Pyles, 
making Salyers a person 
of interest. 

Investigators inter¬ 
viewed Salyers on Oct. 3 
about the burned truck and 
the murder. 

Salyers admitted to offi¬ 
cers that on the night Pyles 
was murdered, he drove 


to Tarter Gate but denied 
killing the man. 

Salyers also admitted to 
a dispute with Pyles over 
his wanting to leave the 
Iron Horseman gang and 
over a motorcycle debt. 

After identifying Rigdon 
from the video as being 
with Salyers at Crockett 
Trail Store, officers inter¬ 
viewed Rigdon on Oct. 9. 

Rigdon made no state¬ 
ments about Salyers, de¬ 
nied knowing Pyles, denied 
being present at the scene, 
or having any knowledge 
about the murder. 

Court records state that 
a cigarette butt collected 
near Pyles’ body the night 
of the murder “tends to 
prove Rigdon was lying.” 

Virgin Kincer said in 
an earlier pretrial confer¬ 
ence that Rigdon’s DNA 
was found on the cigarette 
butt. 

Horn, in his response, 
said that the cigarette butt 
doesn’t prove that Rigdon 
was present at the mur¬ 
der scene, and there are a 
number of possible expla¬ 
nations as to how the ciga¬ 
rette butt got there. 

Witnesses 

Court documents indi¬ 
cate that the Common¬ 
wealth will call four wit¬ 
nesses — Anthony Byrd 
and his wife, Vicky, and 
James Callahan, who will 
testify that Pyles’ murder 
was premeditated based on 
a plan to kill Pyles. 

Callahan was previously 
incarcerated with Rigdon 
and is expected to testify 
about a jailhouse conver¬ 
sation he had with Rigdon 
about the Pyles’ murder. 


The Commonwealth 
maintains that Rigdon was 
bonded out of jail for the 
purpose of killing Pyles 
and that he went to a meet¬ 
ing on the evening of Sept. 
26 to kill Pyles. 

Salyers told detectives 
that the confrontation with 
Pyles got out of hand, his 
death a result of two “hot¬ 
heads” arguing, and he was 
in the wrong place in the 
wrong time, all statements 
the prosecution rejects. 

In addition to the four 
witnesses named above, 
the Commonwealth will 
also call Doug Robinson, 
a senior ATF agent who 
infiltrated the Iron Horse¬ 
men gang in 1998. 

Robinson will explain to 
the jury the culture of the 
Iron Horsemen, including 
the meaning of the patches 
worn by members and how 
one joins a club and gets 
out of a club, either un¬ 
der good standing or bad 
standing. 

Phone conversation 

In a recorded phone con¬ 
versation with his wife, 
Ruth, on Oct. 4, 2012, 
Salyers asked her “if they 
caught Bobby yet?” 

Also, on the same day, 
Salyers told Detective 
Ricky Brooks that he was 
at Tarter Gate with Rig¬ 
don. 

“There wasn’t no third 
person, it was just me and 
Bobby. I am not withhold¬ 
ing nothing, man. There 
was just two of us,” Saly¬ 
ers stated in court records. 

Virgin Kincer will be 
joined at the prosecutor’s 
table by Assistant Attorney 
General Jeffrey Prather.
